Despite a loss of government | 
grants, budgeted for at the begin- 
ning of 1933, to the extent of ap- 
proximately $7,000, financial opera- 
tions of the Edmonton Public 
School Board for the year ending 
December 1, 1933, resulted in a sur- 
plus of $9,902.45 of revenue over 
expenditure, according to the fin- 
ancial statement submitted at a 
meeting of the board Tuesday 
night by Harry G, Turner, secre- 
tary-treasurer 

School board's expenditures for 
operation during the year were 
$1,502,254,48 out of a total revenue 
of $1,612,156.93, 

Revenue was made up of a tax 
levy of $1,317,500, government 
grants $90,000, non-resident fees, 
$14,616.42, salary contributions to 
relief $87,080.41, and sundries $2,- 
960.10. 


LARGEST ITEM 

On the expenditure side of the 
statement the largest item was in- 
structional expense, shown as $965,- 
441.89, of which $941,353.93 was for 
teachers’ salaries. 
| Other costs of operation were: fi- 
{nancial charges $288,645.44, admin- 
istration $42,835.17, medical and 
{dental service $31,927.59, operation 
{of buildings $109,242.53, mainten- 
}ance of builgings and equipment 
$39,795.22, and miscellaneous $24,- 
366,64. 

The tax levy of $3,317,500 was 
based on a mill rate of 22.60 mills 
{on a total assessment for public 
school purposes of $58,603,695, 
| The loss noted on government 
grants was caused when the prov- 
}ince’s action in reducing grants 
from a basis of 200 to 180 days was 
made retroactive. 

The capital account statement 
showed that the net debenture debt

TRAPPER GETS 
30 WHITE FOX 
IN TRAP LINE 


Otto Trallenburg in Luck 
When Animals Travel 
Unusually Far South 


The eccentric behavior of the 
Arctic white fox in going far suwih 
of its usual haunts during the past 
winter was a stroke of luck for 
Otto Trallenburg, Stony Rapicas, 
Sask., trapper, who is in tiie ety 
after a winter spent in the country 
between the Dubawnt and the Tal- 
zin rivers and is outfitting at the 
Empire Exchange in readiness for 
the long trip to his trapline te the 
northeast of the east end of Lake 
Athabaska. 

The white fox comes south on the 
heels of the southbound masses of 
caribou every fall, and the trap- 
pers follow the fox, but this last 
winter, the white fox came right 
down into the bush country to the 
south of the barrenlands, for the 
first time in Trallenburg's experi- 
ence, 

ABANDONED BARRENS 

Trallenburg trailed his outfit into 
the barrens last summer over a 
hundred portages, but when winter 
came—as it always does in the 
northland-—the white fox did not 
appear to be around. So the trap. 
per abandoned the barrens and re- 


}turned south to the bush country, 


As Tallenburg got into the swing 
of his trapping. he began, to his 
surprise and pleasure, to catch 
white fox in the traps also, and by 
the time the winter was over, he 
had caught 30 of the sleek animals 

Some 70 colored foxes were also 
caught, which was normally to he 
expected in this section, but the 
white foxes were “velvet.” 


CAUGHT 25 WOLVES 
Trallenburg caught 25 wolves in 
his traps by accident, That is, the 


wolves were caught in traps set 
for other animals. 
Wolves have increased remark- 


aply since the bounty was taken off 
them by the dominion government, 
said the trapper, and as a result 
lots of caribou are being wantonly 
killed and wasted.

OTTAWA, April 18. Economy 
has been the watchword of the fed- 
eral government during the recent 
years of declining revenues and 
mounting costs for relief and other 
special services.

The duration of a session of 
legislature depends largely upon 
Meeting late in the winter, the 
rogues when seeding-time arrives. The recent 
session, though quite as long as usual, was no 
exception in that respect, as in some others, It 
began with long-drawn debates and wound up 
with an agenda of unfiinished business, though 
“railroading” was the order of the day for the 
concluding week. 

There is nothing to suggest that the session 
will stand out in the records as of unusual im- 
portance. The most spectacular achievement 
was the creation of a new department of the 
Government, with the addition of another 
salaried minister to the cabinet. The most im- 
portant incident was that the members came 
face to face with the problem of the hour—and 
refused to do anything about it. + 

With taxpayers everywhere hopelessly in 
arrears, twenty thousand men out of employ- 
ment, municipalities in the shadow of bank- 
ruptcy, provincial services “cut to the bone,” 
and deficits recurring as regularly as the 
clock strikes, the biggest and most urgent ques- 
tion for the legislature was how to lighten the 
taxpayer's load somewhat in keeping with his 
ruined earning and paying power. 

This the majority members explicitly re- 
fused to do, or try to do. Mr. Howson proposed 
that holders of provincial bonds be approached 
with a view to securing a reduction in interest 
rates, a course that was followed successfully 
in Australia, in Great Britain, and is being fol- 
lowed in British Columbia. Spokesmen for the 
Government treated the suggestion with scorn, 
ii was voted down, and the whole matter 
handed along to the “sound” money powers at 
Ottawa—and Montreal. 

That absolute refusal of the legislature to 
make a stand in defence of the rights and in- 
terests of the taxpayers of the province was the 
most fateful occurrence of the session. It 
placed the dominant party in the house as being 
definitely on the side of 5.59 per cent bond 
interest rates; whether from conviction or from 
lack of courage. It at least served the purpose 
of letting the taxpayers know what they may 
expect until a general election offers them an 
opportunity to put into the legislature a 
majority of members who will make an effort 
to restore the balance between taxpayer earn- 
ings and debt charges. 

No amount of flirting with C.C.F. theories 
and Social Credit ideals can obscure that de- 
claration of where the Government and_ its 
supporters stand. They are simply “standing 
pat” for the continuance of high bond interest 
rates, despite the slump in taxpayer incomes.

FRADE IN CHINA 

Mr. B. A. Macdonald, Canada’s 
trade commissioner at Shanghai, gives in the 
current issue of the Commercial Intelligence 
Journal figures showing from which countries 
China is drawing its imports. 

Canada appears in the thirteenth place on 
the list, having supplied 1.75 per cent of the 
goods imported by China last year. Compara- 
tive figures are 21.86 per cent for the United 
States, 7.95 per cent for Germany, 6.32 per cent 
for Australia, 2.08 for Belgium. Mr. Macdonald 
explains that the United States, being a 
creditor country, can accept an excess of im- 
ports, while “Canada as a debtor country must 
continue to export’—which is precisely what 
we are not doing in any important way so far 
as China is concerned. 

Chief items in our shipments to the Chinese 
markets are wheat, flour, lumber, railroad ties, 
ammonium sulphate, newsprint and woodpulp, 
commodities which by reason of production and 
geographical location we are peculiarly situated 
to supply. But while increases were shown in 
these items last year, the total of our exports to 
China amounted to less than one-fiftieth of its 
imports, and about one-twelfth of the amount 
supplied by the United States. 

In fact, of the sixteen countries 
three shipped less to China last 
Canada sent there; Soviet Russia, 
and Italy 

A further consideration, of importance to 
western Canada, that Argentina broke into 
this trade last year for the first time in any 
notable way, sending China 7.9 per cent of its 
imports from all countries; “This trade was 
almost entirely wheat.” 

China obviously presents a market in which 
Canada could dispose of very large quantities 
of raw and semi-manufactured products, and 
in which we are doing only a fraction of the 
trade done by our chief competitors in the ex- 
port of those same classes of commodities. The 
United States, Argentina and Australia all 
have us beaten to a frazzle, despite our location, 
our unlimited productivity, and the fact that

As she 
approaches the room door she hears her 
husband cry out, ‘For God's sake don't do 
that!’ A scream is heard as the ‘other 
woman’ throws herself through the open 
window to the sidewalk below.” 


And how did the pupils handle it? Many of 


them began in conventional style, “Jennie 
Jones, aged 32, fell to her death from the 
seventh storey window of the ——Hotel today.

quoted “leads” were written by girl students of 
journalism. Perhaps the dear girls are destined 
within a few years to brighten up the news 
stories and headlines of our western press.

Many people are troubled with the appear- 
ance of a rash on the skin, accompanied by an 
intense stinging, burning sensation.

as rapidly as they form. 

These lesions may appear

Attacks of hives can only occur in people 
who are suffering from a form of chronic 
acidosis, and each attack is preceded by a period 
of lassitude, digestive disorders, coated tongue 
and possibly headaches. A_ fingernail drawn 
over the surface of the skin of these patients 
usually leaves a red line, and it is possible to 
write words on the surface of their bodies in 
this manner. 

Poorly fed and undernourished children 
are most frequent sufferers from this disorder. 
The eruptions are usually small and appear 
about the hair follicles, accompanied by the 
usual intense itching. 

In some forms of this disease, technically 
known as urticaria, there are also large swell- 
ings under the skin like small eggs, occurring 
most frequently on the face. The disease has a 
variety of forms. In some cases, it occurs at 
regular intervals. Sometimes the irritations 
leave brownish discolorations or stains. These 
people usually become badly swollen as the 
result of mosquito or insect bites 

One susceptible to this disorder may suffer 
an attack from a number of causes, but there 
is almost always some irritation of the diges- 
tive tract. The foods that are most frequently 
blamed for bringing on these eruptions are 
shellfish, cheese, sausage, pork, strawberries, 
cucumbers, and an almost endless variety of 
foods and drugs. 

This disease may occur as a complication 
in the course of many chronic diseases, and in 
susceptible people the irritation of various 
substances applied to the skin will bring on an 
attack. Some of the substances which bring 
on this rash most frequently when in contact 
with the skin are rotogravure ink from news- 
papers, the content of certain plants such as 
the primrose, various types of essential oils 
and gases. Worry and nervous irritation are 
also likely to bring on the eruption. 

Such eruptions are readily cured, since all 
that is required is to thoroughly alkalinize the 
blood. This is accomplished through the use of 
the acid fruit diet, such as apples, grapes, 
oranges or grapefruit for a period varying from 
five to ten days and followed by a well- 
balanced diet as outlined in my weekly articles 
in the newspapers. 

One should particularly be careful to avoid 
fermentation in the intestines, and I am con- 
vinced that wrong food combinations are more 
responsible for skin troubles than most of the 
foods that are blamed by the sufferers. One 
with a tendency to such a disorder must be 
particularly careful in this respect.

He is reported to have 
been personally responsible for 
every line of type in the first is- 
sue of the Upper Canada Gazette 
or American Oracle, published at 
Newark, as Niagara had been 
called by Simcoe, on this date in

Copies of this first newspaper 
in Upper Canada, for it had news 
items as well as government not- 
ices, are very rare, but there are 
a few of them in existence and 
they are a decided credit to that 
French Canadian printer.

| If wealthy Mr, Bennett would 
place himself in that unfortunate 
man’s shoes for 24 hours, we are 
| certain it would not be long be- 
fore an adjustment of debt and 
| social ideas would commence in 
| Canada, 

Some hours later, a 19-year-old 
boy came to this office and 
wanted a job. There was no job 
| or hope of a job to offer that 
boy, Offering him no encourage- 
} ment, what must have been in 
the mind of that youth as he left 
| our office? 

In the afternoon a mother came 
in seeking work for her 20-year- 
old daughter, There was no work 
to be offered. What was in that 
mother’s mind about Canada, its 
debts and her daughter's future’ 

Unemployment is nothing new 
in Canada, or elsewhere; people 
are always looking for jobs. But 
the appalling magnitude of the 
present unemployment and 
worry, and the absence of any 
conception or plan to equitably 
| distribute the abundance of food 
| and goods and technical wealth 
| which we have in Canada, surely 
| calls for action? 
| What must be the feelings of 
| those boys and girls who have 
left school in the last four years 
| and have been unable to get jobs 
and husbands and homes? 

What must be the feelings of 
| those fathers and mothers, who 
| for a year or more have been 
fearfully using their few remain- 
ing dollars? 
| The Inquisitors and Puritans 
| looked on the mind gf man as 
their special field of exploita- 
tion. Their day is ended. 

The financial pietists have 
been looking on the money of 
man as their special privy. Can- 
not these pretists see their day 
too is ended? 

The truth is that Mr. Bennett 
and his like-minded pietists have 
deluded themselves into devoutly 
| believing that they constitute a 
financial priesthood; in truth, 
they are a group of pietists whose 
buffonery and prating is becom- 
ing offensive to sane men of all 
parties and thought.

Bankers Tell How 
To End Depression 


By R. T. ELLIOT, K.C 


In the Ottawa Enquiry every banker giving evidence has ex- 
plained that one remedy for our troubles is more commerce; and 
that the factor preventing more commerce is too much tariffs. 


CHAFES UNDER 
SLOW PROGRESS 


Saskatchewan Resources 
Enquiry Amasses Huge 


Evidence Data 


OTTAWA, April 18—The Sask- 
atchewan Natural Resources Claims 
Commission yesterday became an 
irresistible force meeting an im- 
movable objeci, when Mr. Justice 
A. K, Dysart, Winnipeg, chairman, 
attempted to clear a path of day- 
light in the mars of eviaence wait- 
ing to be put before the commis- 
sion by federal departinents 

“There is some immovable mass 
behind the scenes that prevents the 
turning out of evidence promptly. | 
What the commission wants from 
those engaged in preparing evi- 
dence is co-operation,” he declared. 

With approximately 2.000 pages 
of evidence already before them, 
a mass of further evidence yet to 
be offered according to counsel for 
both sides, members of the com- 
mission took time out to inquire 
into the possible future date as to 
when arguments in the case, in- 
volving more than $2,000,000,000 of 
claims, would start. ' 

J. MacGregor Stewart, Halifax, 
chief Deminion counsel, told the) 
commission evidence being pre-|! 
pared by various federal depart-| 
ments would take a week or more 
to prepare | 

“Bring the officials of these de- 
partments that are charged with, 
preparing evidence before the com- | 
mission tomorrow morning,” Mr. 
Justice Dysart requested. |

From the evidence given by these bankers it is plain that when 
the Dunning budget was abandoned and the Bennett tariff 
enacted this country committed commercial suicide. We can have 
our three-decker tariff with depression and destitution; or we can 
have commerce restored by going back to the Dunning budget 
and bringing it into effect again. 

It must be remembered, and especially stressed, that these 
bankers have long ago acted on their knowledge that a high 
tariff would destroy commerce. As soon as the high tariff in 
Canada became a certainty, the contraction of bank loans speeded 
up. The banks are lending seven hundred million dollars less to 
Canadian business under the Bennett tariff than they loaned to 
Canadian business under the Liberal tariff and the Dunning 
budget. 

Money talks in this instance to prove that the bankers are 
absolutely right in testifying that the ‘high tariff cuts off com- | 
merce. Seven hundred million dollars in increased advances to 
business—-turning over several times a year—would finance an 
annual volume of commerce exceeding two billion dollars; and 
would give work to several hundred thousand people. When that 
amount was cut off from commerce by changing from the Dunn- 
ing budget to the Bennett tariff several hundred thousand people 
automatically were thrown out of work. 


Therefore from the evidence of the bankers; and from the 
government reports as to the amount of bank loans showing they 
have been cut off by seven hundred million dollars by the high 
tariff; we know one thing which should be done at this session 
of parliament and that is to ditch the three-decker tariff 
absolutely, and get back to the Dunning budget without delay. 


Giving work to several hundred thousand people is one good 
and sufficient reason, Restoring traffic to both our railway sys- 
tems is another good and sufficient reason. 


These are not political arguments but facts; and the condition 
is so plain, the need for work so imperative that the Conservative 
members at Ottawa should be fair-minded enough, and should 
undertake the duty of putting the unemployed back to work now, 

*by calling for a tariff reform, so as to rectify the Bennett tariff 
error, and get back to the Dunning budget this session. 


Nothing else will do any good. A few millions spent in public 
buildings will put a few thousand men to work for a few months, 
and when the buildings are finished the men will be out of work 
again—and commerce will remain deadlocked by the Bennett 
tariff. 

There is no need for any artificial spending of government 
money as a relief measure. What is needed is to face facts and 
deal with realities; to accept the bankers’ solution and get back 
to the Dunning budget and a restored commerce. Fifty millions 
or even five hundred millions spent for relief will have no perm- 
anent effect because it is spent once and thereby becomes frozen 
up in fixed assets and ceases to have any work-giving power. 


Tariff reform, ditching the Bennett three-decker tariff; restor- 
ing the Dunning budget; re-opening the gates of commerce; and 
bringing back the seven hundred million dollars in bank loans to 
business, cut off when the three-decker tariff was put on—will 
have a permanent work-giving effect in favor of several hundred 
thousand people, not for one month or for one season, but as a 
steady work-giving commercial remedy. 

You are justified in immediately finding out what your own 
representative at Ottawa is going to do about it. There is plenty 
of time to effect the needed tariff reform at the present session, 
and get everybody back to work this summer, and restore the | 
full volume of traffic to both railway systems. As said before, | 
these are not political arguments; but a fair, and it is hoped, 
plain statement of fully proved facts.

When Vegetables Are Cooking 


It is a good idea to shake the 
saucepan in which vegetables are 
cooking.
